The city's greetings will be ex¬ 
tended at the City Hall, where 
Bishop John J. Cantwell, who will 
officiate at the dedication, and 
other diocesean laymen, will be 
received. Following a brief ad¬ 
dress of welcome by Mayor 
Reavis, Bishop Cantwell and party 
will be escorted to the monastery 
by a delegation consisting of 
Judges Frank Desmond and Clem¬ 
ent D. Nye; P. H. O’Neil, K.S.G., 
and Major J. H. Dockweller, 
president of the Holy Name 
Union. 

Members of the Volunteer Fire 
department will be in charge of 
parking of visitors’ cars. 

In preparation for the large 
crowd expected to attend the 
dedication the work of repairing 
and repaving of the road lead¬ 
ing to the monastery site was 
begun on Monday. Under the di¬ 
rection of Harvey Steinberger 
the thoroughfare will be fixed 
for more than 1000 feet, having 
a width of approximately 24 feet, 
the work to be done by city 
workmen and to be paid for by 
the Passionist Order as a help to 
the local unemployment relief 
plan. 

The city will decorate the line 
of march which will be followed 
by Bishop Cantwell’s party. Street 
decorations which were put up 
for the Wistaria Fete will be re¬ 
arranged, with the decorations 
extending from Orange Grove 
and Sierra Madre avenues, along 
Central avenue to Lima, and north 
on Lima to the Monastery.

THE QUIET OF SIERRA MADRE 


D ON’T like to accuse Los 
Angeles of copying us, 
but here are the facts. 
Last year our famous “Little 
Gallery" was embellished and 
\£*rtlvened by a work of art 
entitled "The Crepe Hanger.” 
And now comes th£ Los Ange¬ 
les Museum and gets attention 
because of a picture which 
well might be “The Crepe 
Hanger’s” sister. It represents 
Angelus Temple with a num¬ 
ber of symbolic figures float¬ 
ing above it, and a few clouds, 
on one of which is a dollar 
mark. This work of art was 
awarded first prize in a com¬ 
petition in Los Angeles and 
was hung in the Museum -but 
it was vanished from its place, 
vanished as completely as did 
"The Crepe Hanger.’ 

It seems clear to us the Los 
Angeles gallery is just: trying 
to get as famous as ours. 

I hear the county school 
teachers are going to have to 
take a cut and some may lose 
their jobs. I know of some sup¬ 
ervisors we could spare, but 
not any school teachers. We 
have a wonderful school here 
for a town our size something 
to be proud of, and it would 
be too bad to lower its effi¬ 
ciency at all. With politics so 
full of employees drawing 
more pay—with some on the 
county payroll who are draw- 
nTg pensions from Los Angeles 
as retired men, they talk of 
laying off school teachers! 
With the cost of government 
so much higher than it used to 
be that we are almost stag¬ 
gered when we compare pres¬ 
ent expenses with those of 20 
years ago, they want to econo¬ 
mize by laying off school 
teachers! That’s like a man 
who spends $25 a week for 
bootleg economizing by shining 
his own shoes.

Still hale— still hearty— still 
active despite his 72 years — 
Edgar W. Camp looks into a 
future pleasantly filled with "just 
enough" activity to keep him oc¬ 
cupied. He is retired but not 
withdrawn. Vocational affairs 
have become avocational and are 
now fought to an end for the 
pleasure of the fight and not for 
any possible material reward. 

Mr. Camp’s career has been 
filled with positions of outstand¬ 
ing importance. Among other 
things he has been county at¬ 
torney under a territorial govern¬ 
ment; Federal district attorney 
for the district of North Dakota; 
member of a territorial constitu¬ 
tional convention; a city trustee, 
State Assemblyman and counsel

for a great railroau. In addition, 
he served as a member of the 
Constitutional convention commis¬ 
sion appointed to recommend for 
or against revision of the Cali¬ 
fornia constitution, and also is 
active through his membership on 
an important committee of the 
American Bar Association, in the 
fight against use of unlawful 
methods in law enforcement. 

He was born in Sheboygan, Wis¬ 
consin, in 1860. or parents of New 
England stock -Connecticut stock 
Following grade schooling in She¬ 
boygan and attendance at the 
Waukesha high school, he was 
graduated from Beloit College. He 
completed his study of law In 
Milwaukee. 

Wild And Wooley Dakota 

In 1883 he moved to Dakota 
territory, where he became county 
attorney of. Foster County. De¬ 
spite general belief in the wild¬ 
ness of early territorial life, 
"things were not very wild,” he 
claims. 

"We handled cases dealing with 
illegal trades among the Indians 
of the territory mostly liquor 
cases. Sometimes there was a 
murder— frequently it was a 
smuggling case, or an outbreak 
of counterfeiting ” 

Later Mr. Camp was a mem¬ 
ber of the Constitutional Conven¬ 
tion for North Dakota. Then a 
chairman of a committee which 
dealt with a problem without pre¬ 
cedent—that of dividing the total 
assets and liabilities of the Ter- 
riory of Dakota. He was chair¬ 
man of the committee represent¬ 
ing North Dakota and also edi¬ 
ted the first volume of the "Re¬ 
ports of North Dakota." 

While in North Dakota he was 
involved in two outstanding le¬ 
gal controversies: the fight in 
1890 against establishment of a 
State lottery, and the railroad 
strike of 1893. 

The former he calls "the most 
interesting fight of my career." 

Beat The Lottery 

"At that time,” he said, "the 
Louisianna lottery franchise was 
expiring, and the backers had to 
find a new location. They thought 
to make it popular in the eyes of 
the North Dakota legislature be¬ 
cause of the tremendous “cut” 
the State would receive. The 
legislature, however, after a long 
and bitter battle, refused to sanc¬ 
tion the lottery. The intense con¬ 
test called so much attention to 
the matter of lotteries that Con¬ 
gress passed laws barring lottery 
matter from the mails, and even¬ 
tually prohibited even shipments 
by express. That fight ended the 
‘big’ lotteries." 

Mr. Camp and his family came 
to Sierra Madre in 1896. He was 
a director of the Mutual Water 
Company, taken over by the city. 
He served two separate terms 
on the city board of trustees, one 
of which also included John C. 
Pegler and C. W. Jones. He also 
was a member of the school 
ooard. 

In 1903 he was a member of 
the State Assembly. In the same 
year he purchased 15 acres lying 
on the north side of Grand 
View avenue. In 1904 he became , 
attorney for the Santa Fe Rail¬ 
way Company, serving until 1928 
In that year he built a home on ' 
the land he had purchased. In 
1922 the property was traded 
for a home in Los Angeles, but 
Sierra Madre's attractions called 
the family back in 1929. Now they 
live at 615 West Montecito ave¬ 
nue. 

Governor C. C. Young in 1930 
appointed Mr. Camp a member | 
of the Commission to pass upon 
the necessity for a revision of the 
State constitution. He also edited | 
an Encyclopedia of Evidence in 
14 volumes and some volumes of 
Encyclopedia of Procedure 

Still Goinp Strong 

Mr Camp, for 20 years a 
prominent member of the Ameri¬ 
can Bar Association, has been 
chairman of that organization's 
committee on "Lawless Enforce¬ 
ment of the Law” which includes 
such abuses as third degree 
methods of police officers. 

"We have aroused considerable 
interest in the matter,” he said, 
"and were greatly helped by the 
Wickersham Commission Crime 
reports, which quoted from the 
Bar Association reports in great 
length." 

Mr Camp is still active. He is 
a member of the State Board of 
Bar Examiners—is special con- 
sel for the Coast Lines of the 
Santa Fe Railway, he is active 
tn affairs of the Municipal League 
of Los Angeles, the City Club of 
Los Angeles, and the Sunset Club. 

He is married to Theodosia 
Baird Camp, and father of two 
children, Charles L. Camp, and 
Mrs Dorothy B. Nourse, both of 
Berkeley. Charles Camp, director 
of the Museum of Paleontology 
at the University of California. 
Berkeley, has a nation-wide repu¬ 
tation among scientists. 

Like the majority of well-liked 
men, Mr. Camp bears an effec- 
tionate nickname— the title of 
"Judge." 

"That,” he says, "is like the 
custom in Kentucky where every¬ 
body is Colonel.’ It doesn’t mean 
a thing.”

Reflections 

By E. W. CAMP — 

Donald Hillis at the Open 
Forum on Wednesday answered 
the question “Whither are we 
drifting?” He says—and he 
has many facts to back him 
up that we are drifting south¬ 
west at the rate of about a 
mile in a century. That seems 
rather slow speed, but it counts 
up to ten thousand miles in a 
million years and what is a 
mere million years to a planet 
that is already two billion 
years "young?" And this drift 
toward the equator is due to 
the fact that mother earth’s 
waist measure is increasing all 
the time. 

Once, not so long ago say 
sixty million years— America, 
Europe, Asia, Africa, Australia, 
were all one body of land sur¬ 
rounded by one ocean. Slowly 
North and South America 
pullled away from Europe and 
Africa; Australia seems to 
have been left behind and to 
have moved northward to the 
Equator Meantime America 
has had its ups and downs as 
well. Lands that are now some 
thousands of feet above sea 
level have been covered by the 
ocean, not once but repeatedly. 

We read in the Psalms, "A 
thousand years in thy sight 
are but as yesterday when it is 
past.” If David had known 
geology he might have seen "a 
million" instead of “a thou¬ 
sand” but more likely he would 
not have writen the Psalm at 
all, for the contemplation of 
ruthless, purposeless force mak¬ 
ing and unmaking and re¬ 
making worlds, seems not con¬ 
ductive to poetizing, although 
Alfred Boyes has attempted it. 

Mr. Hillis, on the other hand, 
is not a poet, but a scientist, 
who has spent years in as¬ 
sembling data for a most in¬ 
genious explanation of certain 
puzzling facts. His exposition 
of the theory was aided by 
numerous tables, charts and 
diagrams shown on the screen. 

Dr. Roman wound up a suc¬

bilization of the dollar, or to 
put it another way, stabiliza¬ 
tion of the general price level, 
guarantee of bank deposits

To those of us who 
have worked closely with him 
during all thsoe years he has 
been more than a business leader. 
He has been a living inspiration 
to finer and better things. With 
the full weght of the financal 
responsbilities of the company 
upon him at all times, neverthe¬ 
less he has never been too busy 
to interest himself in the personal 
problems of even the most humble 
of the employes of the company. 
Throughout the organization there 
are today hundreds of men and 
women who have turned to Mr. 
Miller in the past years in times 
of personal stress and trouble and 
these hundreds of employes now 
remember him not as the chair¬ 
man of the board of the company 
but as their personal friend and 
benefactor.” 

Mr. Miller was one of the coun¬ 
try's outstanding utility execu¬ 
tives and a National leader 
among pioneers in financing large 
electrical engineering develop¬ 
ments in the West.

once the plants become estab¬ 
lished they soon develop into 
quite sizable clumps. 

Give the perennial border plen¬ 
ty of sunlight and air, prepare 
the soil by spading or trench¬ 
ing deep and add fertilizers as 
ingredients necessary to make it 
sufficiently rich and in good con¬ 
dition. 

There are hundreds of varietes 
from which to choose, of which 
the following are a few favorites 

Moonkshood with Achillea ptar- 
mica, the Pearl, planted nearby 
for July and August; Alyssum 
saxatile compactum with its 
masses of bright yellow flowers 
makes a good edger; delphiniums, 
hollyhocks and madonna lilies to 
be planted near the back of the 
border; iris and columbines are 
also old favorites. In fact, a con¬ 
tinuous parade of color may be 
produced for the summer months 
by carefully selecting perennials 
so the border includes some for 
each successive blooming period. 


April is the most important 
ninth of the year in your gar¬ 
den. Make every one of the re¬ 
maining days count if your gar¬ 
den is to be a joy to you and 
your family this summer and 
fall.

To grow a hedge in a shady 
position two things are necessary; 
heavy fertilization, and very se¬ 
vere pruning Prune hedges early 
and often to keep the bottom 
dense. Trim hedges with slightly 
sloping sides A-shaped, that is, 
to give the base sunlight and air 
so necessary to dense leaf growth

Keep the tall flowers supported 
with individual stakes, the grass 
edges clipped, and remove old 
stalks from the bed.
